H ow T w o M en W ere C onvicted o f M urder 
in N ew T ork . 
N ew Y ork, January 2 d .--Two appa­ 
rently innocent men walked out of the 
State Prison at Sing Sing yesterday, after a 
confinement of nearly ten years, pardoned 
and returned to the rights of citizenship. 
They were W illiam Poole and Joseph Font, 
who were convicted of m urder in the sec­ 
ond degree in the Court of General Sessions 
in this city November 12, 1877, and were 
sentenced bv Recorder H ackett to im ­ 
prisonm ent for life for the supposed m ur­ 
der of Captain John Ryan at No. 56 Leroy 
street. Captain Ryan "was iound at 4:30 
o’clock on Sunday morning, April 29,1877, 
in front of his own door-step dead, with a 
wound in the back of his head, which had 
resulted from either a blow or tall. Officer 
Connor had seen him in an intoxicated con­ 
dition at 2 o'clock, and it was about 3 
o’clock when three young fellows who bore 
bad reputations in the neighborhood passed 
along term in e street and spoke to officer 
Ssanlan: 
They 
were 
W illiam 
Poole, 
Joseph Font and Jam es Keenan. They 
had been drinking, and were ordered to 
disperse by the next policeman they met. 
The next day policeman John W. Noble, 
to whom they had given no end of trouble, 
arrested all three. 
They denied all knowl­ 
edge of the crime, but they were all in ­ 
dicted on a conversation which officer 
Nobles swore he copied in his note-book 
when secreted in a cell adjoining that of 
Poole- and Font, and principally on his 
evidence they were convicted. 
1- or some 
unknown reason Keenan was discharged. 
Poole and Font were confined in the Tombs 
from November 12,1878, to March 15,1880, 
when they were transferred to Sing Sing. 
Font was a lame fellow of 22 years, who 
had been in a type foundry, while Poole 
was an oysier-opener, married, and 29 years 
old. 


NOTHING TO W ARRANT T H E IR CONVICTION. 
In 1884, W. F. Shanks, formerly the city 
editor of the Tribune, while investigating 
the subject o f ‘‘ju ry fixing,” came across 
this case. H e discovered that H enry Hasle- 
ton, a piano-inaker of University place, 
and J. W. Hawley, Secretary of the United 
States Illum inating Company, whose names 
were among the convicting jury, had never 
been on the jury, and they made affidavits 
that they had never heard of the case, and 
never had snbpenas served upon them. 
Court-house loafers had answered to their 
names and served on the jury. 
Then Cap­ 
tain Janies Kennedy, of the Ninth Precinct, 
made a death-bed confession that officer 
Noble, in his best belief, had committed 
perjury in testifying to the facts that he 
did on the trial. Officer Noble, after the 
lapse of years, was found willing to sign an 
affidavit thnt the station-house conversa­ 
tion between Poole and Font could have 
had reference to any scrape and not neces­ 
sarily mean R yan’s m u rd er; but upon con­ 
sulting with his lawyer backed out. These 
facts were laid before Governor Cleveland, 
and he promised to interfere. The case was 
turned over to Governor Hill, and now, 
after a couple of years of investigation, the 
pardons of the two men have been signed.

N orth ern C alifornia P ro d u cts A ttra ctin g 
A tten tio n in th e E ast. 


C h i c a g o , January 2d.—The Citrus Fair of 
Northern and Central California, now ru n ­ 
ning in this city, has furnished a num ber 
of revelations to fruit men. 
On exhibition 
are watermelons, nuts, dates, oranges,olives, 
limes, lemons, ; nd various kinds of semi- 
tropical fruits, which ripen in the open air 
in December. The Placer connty display of 
raisins furnishes a striking illustration of 
the causes that are driving imported raisins 
out of the market. Included in the exhibit 
are ten boxes of raisins, sim ilar in appear­ 
ance. Nine boxes are California raisins, 
and the tenth contains imported Five- 
Crown Dehesa from Spain, and experts are 
challenged to pick it out. 
Fine raisins are 
also shown, faced by m achinery, far supe­ 
rior in appearance to any imported articles. 
The fruits exhibited are from that section 
of the State north of San Francisco.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


O f the Legislature to convene to-day 
th e people of California have the right to 
expect prompt and wise action on all sub­ 
jects the demand of the public need re­ 
quires to be taken up. 
We are prepared 
to expect good work of the two houses, 
and shall entertain no other belief than 
th at which credits their membership witli 
honesty of motive and sincerity in action, 
u n til the testimony of fact necessitates 
other judgm ent. 
W e have no sym pathy 
w ith the sentim ent that cultivates the 
sneer at Legislatures. 
Those bodies are 
th e ultim ate of the public judgm ent. 
U n­ 
der our system the Legislature is the last 
expression of the popular voice in declar­ 
ing the will of society concerning modes of 
governm ent. 
I t is entitled to the respect 
due the ageney which the people employ 
to express th eir will, and is subject to cor­ 
rective and protesting criticism on its fail­ 
ure to discharge to the best advantage its 
im portant functions. 
The legislator who 
duly appreciates 
the exalted office lie 
tills, must experience a sense of the gravest 
responsibility w ith which it is possible for 
men in a free government to be invested. 
Those who come to the discharge of the 
obligations of the law-maker with a full 
comprehention of the duties assumed and 
the responsibility involved arc not very 
likely to go wrong. 
There may be error of judgm ent in a t­ 
tem pting to adjust the law to the needs 
and desires of a self-governing people 
but th at is the very least of possible ills 
th a t may result. 
Erroneous judgm ent on 
th e part of the individual is more than 
likely to be corrected by the aggregate of 
the judgm ents of a large body of represent­ 
atives, if political bias, partisan-serving 
and ignoble selfi-hness are not perm itted 
to intervene. 
U ntil there are such de­ 
velopments we are bound to look upon the 
law-making body of the people as repre­ 
sentative of the best thought, and dis­ 
posed to conserve the highest public good. 
The Legislature will be the recipient of 
unlim ited advice as to the course it should 
pursue— this is the prerogative alike of 
the press atvl the individual citizen, and 
ought to he received w ith that respectful 
attention which the created body owes to 
its creator; hut the threats and menaces of 
those who would warp and bias the legis­ 
lative mind to given courses of action not 
approved by conscience and good judgment, 
should excite no tim idity on the part of 
the representative. Courageous men alone 
deserve the legislative seat; the morally 
tim id are wholly out of place in legisla 
live halls. 
Aside from the political issues th at may 
he joined, there is not a large num ber of 
subjects that will naturally come tip for 
consideration. 
The calendars may be— 
possibly will be— overloaded, for it is the 
unfortunate mistake new legislators make 
th at they are to be weighed and judged by 
affirmative activity in proposing new meas­ 
ures and amending old laws. 
If the mem­ 
bers who have not had the profitable ex­ 
perience of this truth will restrain the dis­ 
position to “ much legislate,” as far as now 
appears there will be no reason why the 
session should b.; unduly prolonged. 
One of the chief offices of the com m it­ 
tees is to sift out the needless from the 
needful measures. 
If it were possible—as 
it will be under a reformed system some 
day—for this to be done more expedi­ 
tiously than now, the 
inore im portant 
measures could be got into form for con­ 
sideration within the first half of the con­ 
stitutional lim it of the session. 
U ntil this 
is done, we must expect to find th e cal­ 
endars grow very unwieldly about the 
m iddle of the term, after which the chief 
struggles will be over the “ advancement,” 
rath er than the consideration of measures. 
Som ething of this, liowever— very much of 
it, indeed—may be avoided by diligence of 
labor in committee ami the suppression of 
th e disposition to “ adjourn over” weekly. 
I t has been said th at these vacations really 
hasten legislation by affording committees 
greater tim e. 
But observation proves that 
com paratively little committee work is 
accomplished in these too frequent re­ 
cesses. 
Some “ adjournm ents over” are 
need tu! and beneficial, but they should not 
be taken, as has been too much the habit, 
merely to conserve the desire to visit the 
metropolis. 
W ith an earnest desire to 
serve the public; w ith prom pt committee 
work; with vigor in debate, and the proper 
manifestation by the houses of dislike of 
verbosity in speech-making, the legislators 
will not find it difficult to cover all needed 


ground w ithin the sixty days allotted 
them . 
There will probably be presented For 
consideration these topics, upon which 
there ought to be no contest except th at 
born of the desire to attain the best end in 
the speediest m an n er: Reform of election 
laws so as to expedite counting and make 
literal the “ casting’ of liallots, and the 
prevention, by reform of election methods, 
of iHissiWe defeat by fraud of the will of 
the voter ; in relation to penological ad­ 
vancement, and especially the reformation 
of jcivenile offenders; 
conservation of 
forest growth, and the encouragement of 
arboriculture; improvem ent of the game 
lew s; change in the system of checks in 
State offices so as to conform to business 
m ethods; economT of tim e and process in 
crim inal trials. O ther subjects th at will 
have broader issues, and upon which 
greater divergence ©f opinion is to be reason­ 
ably expected, will be those involving the 
revenue 
system, 
irrigation, and 
some 
semi-political questions. 
In nothing th a t comes up, however, so 
far as can be foreseen, will there be reason 
for hot contention, or for departure from 
th at deliberate calm th at distinguishes the 
working Legislature, and hastens its judg­ 
ments to effective conclusions. 
There may 
crop out demagogic efforts to win supposed 
popular favor, or to insure adhesion to 
personal fortunes by classes of men, ap­ 
peals to mere prejudice, and there may de­ 
velop annoying predominance of garrulity, 
hut for these ills th e tim e will be sufficient 
when the need arises to visit upon them 
deserved condemnation. 
But there have 
been Legislatures where v ery little of self­ 
ishness and demagogy appeared, and it 
may be that they will lie too insignificant 
in the session now opening to m erit criti­ 
cism. 
There may not develop in this Legisla­ 
ture great statesm anship, hut there ought 
to he manifest pure patriotism apd appre­ 
ciation of th e reciprocal rights and duties 
of men. 
T here ought to be in all leaders 
—as all legislators, in a sense, arc— suffi­ 
cient am bition to impel, sufficient caution 
to restrain; 
enough nerve to face the 
truth, and enough tenacity to enable them 
to adhere to right purpose and method. 
They ought to rise to a realization of the 
truth I.ciber puts so trenchantly, th at peo­ 
ple soon find out w hether he who wants 
th eir support despises them , or has faith in 
them or his tim e. 
They ought to early 
realize th at “ the best-intended acts are sub­ 
ject to misrepresentation, and th at disre­ 
gard of assaults upon motives and charac­ 
ter,” and an eye single to pure justice will 
carry a man through all waters, and bring 
him safe into the sanctuary of public con­ 
fidence. 


TEE INTERSTATE COMMERCE BILL. 


SPY1S6 OUT 
THE LAND. 
PACIFIC 
COAST. 


It is stated th at as reformed thus far, 
the interstate commerce bill provides that 
no greater charge shall be made for a 
short than for a longer haul of freight or 
passengers, over the same line in the same 
direction, but that a proviso perm its the 
Commission, to be erected, to prescribe 
the extent to which a railroad may be re­ 
lieved from the operation of the section. 
And in this proviso the fatal weakness 
of the whole section is confessed. 
If the 
“ principle” sought to be established is 
well grounded, it can have no exception. 
If it is right that no more shall he charged 
for freight carried to a way station, one 
having no term inal facilities, no competi­ 
tive relation, than if carried by th at station 
from one point to another more distant, 
and which two have other means of trans­ 
portation between them, then it is right 
that tiie rule should apply to all way sta­ 
tions between the two points. 
If it is 
right th at a railroad shall give up all its 
freight business between New York and 
San Francisco to steamship lines, to which 
the law does not apply, in order to pre­ 
serve the right to carry freight to Ogden 
or Battle M ountain, or any other interm e­ 
diate point where steam ship iines from 
New York or San Francisco oannot touch, 
then there ought to he no exception made 
in behalf of any road for any one or more 
non-competitivo 
points 
between 
New 
York and San Francisco. 
To m ake an 
exception for one will he to do injustice to 
all others, and hence the so-called “ excep­ 
tion to the principle” destroys the “ prin­ 
ciple.”

E dward A tkinson, the distinguished 
political economist, has w ritten a letter in 
answer to the one from the Bureau of 
Statistics, in which he shows by what he 
asserts to he authentic statistics th at the 
skilled and 
unskilled laborers receive 
higher wages now than in 1800, or at any­ 
time since” th at this is really the richest 
country in the w orld; th at the accumulated 
capital does not exceed twice and a half 
the annual product, and, as he puts it, 
“ we are only about two and a half years 
ahead of the famous 1 wolf at the door.’ ” 
H e claims statistics prove th at “ if we 
take any given factory, it will appear th at 
the productive capacity of each operative 
is from fifty to two hundred per cent, 
greater to-day than it was in 1800. 
The 
same num ber of operatives in a cotton 
factory, making coarse fabrics, can turn off 
200 per cent, more cloth in a less number 
of hours and with less arduous work at the 
present day- th an they could in the same 
factory in 18-30. 
Invention has reduced 
the capital and has increased the product 
—advanced the wages and reduced the 
cost of labor.” 
Again, he holds th at it is 
a fact th at w ith us factory labor produces 
more now than in 1800 and pays higher 
wages, and at the same tim e the wages will 
buy more dollar for dollar th an in 1800. 
These are economic assertions th at mav 
well engage the inquiry of thoughtful 


T h e San Francisco Examiner says con­ 
cerning the long and short haul provision 
of the interstate commerce bill, th at the 
people will take their chances of its work­ 
ing them harm. 
T his is very well to say> 
hut let the Examiner recall the tru th of 
political ethics, th at whenever legisla­ 
tion 
which 
is 
intended 
for 
public 
good works public ill, the people invari­ 
ably turn upon the legislative authors of 
their punishm ent. 
This never fails. 
The 
people expect wisdom, not error, of law­ 
m akers; they do not ask them to invite 
them to take “ c h a n c e s th e y expect them 
rather to deal w ith certainties in the law. 


T lie P ro s p e rity In S o u th e rn C a lifo rn ia , 
a n d w h a t P r o d u c e d I t. 
Dr. Latham has returned from Los A n­ 
geles, where he spent several days last 
week, and in response to inquiries plied 
concerning that portion of the State and 
the prosperity there abounding, sa id ; 
The southern part of this State has cer­ 
tainly been having a boom for a num ber of 
years, with a result of a rem arkable in ­ 
crease in population and wealth. The 
methods that bring such results are worth 
the attention of other sections seeking for 
more capital or more people. 
It was with 
a view of studying these methods that I 
visited the southern part of the State. 
I 
found th at the accounts of the boom had 
not been exaggerated. 
In fact, the growth 
of that section in population, wealth, trade 
and m anufactures is even greater than has 
been represented. 
Los Angeles may be taken as an exam ple 
of what is being done in that region. Six­ 
teen years ago th at place was a sm all 
straggling town of 4,000 inhabitants. 
It 
was half Spanish and half American. It 
was a grazing center, and its streets were 
filled with cowboys, sbeepherders, and 
broncho riders. As a trade center it ranked 
with the sm aller towns of the central and 
northern counties. The country surround­ 
ing that cow-town was held in large tracts, 
to the exclusion of those who wanted 
sm all tracts of land. 
It is said that so un­ 
profitable were these large land holdings, 
that m any of them were mortgaged to San 
Francisco capitalists, and eventually taken 
by them to satisty their claims. This led, 
in many instances, to their subdivision and 
sale in sm all lots. 
However this may be, 
about ten years ago the soil and climate of 
all the country south of the Tebacbepi 
range began to attract attention, and capi­ 
tal and population moved in that direction. 
By 4880. Los Angeles had grown to a 
place of 11,000, and had assumed the char­ 
acteristics of a thriving American town. 
Since that year the whole of that southern 
section has had a steady stream of im m i­ 
grants of the better class. 
It is now esti­ 
mated that Los Angeles has 50,u00 people, 
and from a lim ited observation I should 
say that 50,000 is a moderate estimate. 
It 
has become a great railroad and dis ribn- 
ting center for all that southern country, 
including Arizona and some portions of 
Mexioo. 
The population of the county of Los A n­ 
geles has increased in six years from 31,000 
to 100,000. The taxable wealth of Los A n­ 
geles county six years ago was $13,000.000; 
now it is $41.000,000. 
In I8S0 the taxable 
property of the city was $7,250,000; now it 
is $18,500,000. 
In the places of the old one-storv Mexi­ 
can adobe buildings there are whole streets 
of fine brick blocks. The street car lines 
extend from northeast to southwest six 
miles, and there are two cable roads ru n ­ 
ning at right angles to the horse railways. 
In the five counties comprising Southern 
California there are more than 200- large 
tracts that have been divided and are being 
sold in sm all lots to suit the purchaser. 
Some of these have attracted some thou­ 
sands of people and large am ounts of capi­ 
tal, and have grown beyond mere colonies, 
becoming cities. Of this class Riverside 
and Pasadena are illustrations. Some idea 
of the num bers of people going to that 
county and the purchases of real estate by 
them may be found by the real estate trans­ 
actions in Los Angeles. There are in that city 
175 licensed real estate firms and there must 
be several hundred people whose sole oc­ 
cupation is dealing in landed property. 
For the past twelve m onths the sales of 
real estate in Los Angeles county reached 
the enormous sum of $27.000.000. The 
business development of that city has been 
so rapid that it has outgrown the present 
postal facilities. W ithin four m onths the 
num ber of carriers has been increased from 
eight to fourteen, and that num ber are un­ 
able to do the work. There are fifteen 
hundred Postoflice boxes and five hundred 
applications for boxes on lile. Every week 
now a thousand orders are received for 
changes of delivery of m ail and for for­ 
warding it. The num bers of people going 
daily into Los Angeles are very large. 
During one week of last December ten 
thousand people arrived there on the over­ 
land trains. In every direction from this 
center there are thriving settlements. In 
the San Gabriel valley, w ithin a distance of 
twenty miles, there are twelve flourishing 
colonies. 
Pasadena has grown in three 
years 
from 
a 
mere 
village 
to 
a 
city of 8,000 people. 
I was told there that 
500 mechanics were constantly employed in 
that place, and that more would be em ­ 
ployed if lum ber could be obtained. So 
great has been the increase in the popula­ 
tion and trade of the San Gabriel valley 
th3t a second railroad 
has been built 
through it, and a third is in course of con­ 
struction. 
A volume would not contain all that 
m ight be said of the results of the boom 
there. It should be stated, however, that 
if anybody is of the opinion that the 
“ boom ” there is only a temporary one, he 
will soon see his m istake. There is a 
country south of the Tebaeehpi range 
larger tiian the Em pire State, and there are 
large tracts of rich, arable lands that still 
await the settler. 
That area is capable, 
when properly developed, of sustaining 
1,000,000 people. There are m any thou­ 
sands ol people in all the Eastern States 
and Territories who are anxious to escape 
from the terrors and oppressions of their 
winters, and these will come in a vastly- 
increased volume for years hereafter. In 
my opinion the boom there will be greater 
ten years hence than now. 
The means used to bring about these 
great results arc what are of the most in­ 
terest to us here in Central California. In 
all instances when land has been sub­ 
divided and offered for sale water has been 
brought to each twenty acres, and the title 
to the land carried the title to the water 
in perpetuity. 
W herever the new-comer 
settled he had neighbors settling around 
him and their labors helped to enhance the 
value of his land. 
In no instance has the 
home-seeker been invited to go on to a dry 
plain and put his means into land and im ­ 
provements, and there starve while his 
vines and trees are growing to a bearing 
age. 
In m any instances there the land­ 
owners have not only brought the water <o 
the land and sold it with the land, but 
they 
have 
planted 
miles 
of 
trees 
along 
the 
avenues, 
and 
also 
built 
hotels, 
stores 
and 
other 
buildings, 
speuding thousands of dollars before the 
land was offered for sale, in one instance 
a land company expended $500,000 in 
ditches, buildings and other improvements 
before an acre was sold, and the company 
made a million dollars by its enterprise. 
In m y opinion it will be necessary for the 
money of this portion of the State to inter­ 
est itself in putting tracts of land in 
proper 
shape 
for 
settlem ent 
before 
there can be any boom here. 
There is 
plenty of land here, plenty of water, 
and plenty of money to bring them to­ 
gether, and it wili be necessary to have this 
done before we can attract people from the 
southern part of the State, where all this 
has been done in hundreds of cases. I am 
satisfied that we m ust create any boom we 
are to have here, and it cannot be done 
without the lands are prepared to properly 
settle the people who may come, and that 
requires energy, enterprise and capital. 
Dr. Latliam states that he was received, 
wherever he went in the southern part of 
the Stale, with the utm ost cordiality, and 
he heard no expressions of jealousy towards 
other portions of the State. The people 
down there, he says, greatly enjoy the 
“ boom ” they have, and are willing to see 
others have the same prosperity. They af­ 
forded him every facility to obtain fullest 
information as to the m ethods that have 
been and are being employed to carry on 
their imm igration work, and the newspa­ 
pers sought information concerning Central 
California with a view to giving the facts 
to their readers. 


I t is very gratifying to note the better 
spirit th at is being manifested throughout 
Southern California toward the N orthern 
California effort to induce im m igration to 
th is section. 
There is not and never was 
any reason for jealousy or hot blood or 
hard words. 
The section that cannot live 
w ithout pulling down its neighbor, de­ 
serves to fail, and will fail.

cess was ever yet achieved by tram pling 
upon another’s rights.

PACIFIC COAST WEATHER 


T o r D e c e m W r - T h e R a in fa ll fo r 1885 a n d 
1880. 
Lieutenant Glassford, Signal Service offi­ 
cer at Son Francisco, has issued the follow­ 
ing special bulletin for December, 1880: 
Rainfall.—The 
N orthern 
California 
boundary line is coincident with the zone 
of December norm al precipitation, south of 
which the rain has been below the average, 
being about three inches in a belt parallel 
to and near the coast, two inches in a belt 
passing down the great California valley 
and one inch down the Sierra Nevada 
M ountain range. 
In western W ashington 
Territory and northwestern Oregon the 
excess above the average is four inches, 
thence south to the California line it grad­ 
ually dim inishes to the normal. 
Seasonal rainfall.—But slight departures 
have occurred in Oregon and W ashington 
Territory, except in the W illam ette valley, 
where the deficiency at Portland is about 
six inches. 
In California the deficiency 
throughout the State is noteworthy. 
In 
the Sacramento valley the precipitation is 
from about three to five inches below the 
average; in the San Joaquin valley from 
one to three inches; in the Santa Clara and 
Salinas valleys from one to four inches, and 
in the southern portion of the State about 
three inches below. The rain has, how­ 
ever. fallen in gentle showers with an ab­ 
sence of downpours, so that the whole of 
the rain has penetrated the soil. 
Rain was generally prevalent in W ash­ 
ington Territory and Oregon during the 
m onth. In California rain fell in the cen­ 
tral portion of the State in considerable 
showers tlie 7th, 8th and 9th, 29th and 
30th. 
Light showers occurred in the ex­ 
trem e northern portion, with sprinkles as 
far south as San Francisco and Sacramento, 
the lltli, 15th and 10th, 22d and 23d. Rain 
occurred in Southern California the 9th, 
29th and oOtb. 
Tem perature.—The 
mean tem perature 
has been norm al only at San D iego; 
else­ 
where throughout the Pacific coast it has 
been above it. 
The line of one degree in 
excess skirts the coast from San Francisco 
to Los A ngeles; the line of two degrees 
passes parallel to the former, and through 
Sacram ento; of three degrees,through Red 
Bluff, down the Sierra Nevada range to 
Y um a’; of four degrees, from Shasta south­ 
eastward ; 
the line of five degrees passes 
from W innemucca, inclosing northeastern 
California, through Roseburg, Portland and 
Olympia. 
North and east of this the ex­ 
cess is still greater. 
General W eather Features.—A num ber of 
cyclonic areas appeared off the W ashington 
Territory coast, but invariably passed east­ 
ward, and failed to move down the coast, 
their influence seldom passing as far south 
as the extrem e northern portion of Cali­ 
fornia.

THE PARDONING POWER. 


H its it B e e n E x e rc is e d I m p r o p e r ly b y tlie 
F e tir in g C h ie f E x e c u tiv e . 
Eds. R ecord-U nion : Though you differ 
in politics with Governor Stoneman, I hope 
you will do him the justice to perm it a re­ 
ply through your journal to an article 
which appeared in the Daily Bee last Friday 
evening, under 
the head “ Stonenian’s 
Shameful Record,” in which a very unjust 
attack is made upon his adm inistration, as 
well as an insinuation against his integrity. 
This is tliestyle of the article, which would 
seem to have been written with a quill 
plucked from the wing of a fallen angel, 
dipped in ink distilled from the bitter gall 
of prejudice, and guided by the vindictive 
hand of tualice. Read this e x tract: 
“ It has been suggested that, because of 
his distinguisned services Governor Stone­ 
m an—who is soon to leave the guberna­ 
torial 
chair 
for 
the 
good 
of 
the 
State—should 
be 
placed 
back 
upon 
the retired list of the army in order that his 
declining years may be made comfortable 
by a pension from the United States Gov­ 
ernment. 
We suggest that the m urderers, 
thieves, embezzlers, forgers and scoundrels 
generally whom he has turned loose upon 
an unoffending public owe him a deeper 
debt of gratitude than does this nation, and 
we nom inate for treasurer and m anager of 
the fund Chris. Buckley—scores ol whose 
lambs Stoneman has taken out of the house 
of bondage and into the land of freedom. 
If ever a debt of gratitude was owed in this 
State, it is owed at the present tim e by the 
criminal classes to the retiring Governor. 
Since the pardon of embezzler Joseph F. 
Upson on Ftbrnary 21, 1885, our uileged 
Governor has churned out his gifts to 
prisoners at an alarm ing rate; and it has 
been a m atter of common talk that he 
usually succeeded in pardoning those who 
were not deserving at all, and leaving u n ­ 
pardoned those who had some claim to 
clemencv.” 
There never was a more unjust attack 
made Upon m an. 
Wi hout the courage to 
charge the Governor with corruption openly 
a covert insinuation is adopted. 
In grant­ 
ing the pardons referred to in the Bee's 
article, he acted in a conscientious dis­ 
charge of a painful and unpleasant duty. 
Section 1, Article 10, of the new Constitu­ 
tion, created a “ State Board of Prison Di­ 
rectors,” and section two of the same arti­ 
cle provides “ the Board of Directors shall 
have the charge and superintendence of 
the State Prisons.” 
And section five of 
that article declares “ the Legislature shall 
pass such laws as may be necessary to 
further define and regulate the powers and 
duties of the Board. ” 
These provisions do 
not only create a Board of Prison Directors, 
but confer full 
power upon the Leg­ 
islature 
to 
define 
and regulate 
the 
powers 
and 
duties of 
the 
Board of Prison Directors, and this power 
has been exercised by the Legislature. Sec­ 
tion 23 of the Act of the Legislature, en­ 
titled “ An Act to define, regulate and gov­ 
ern the State Prisons of California,” passed 
atthesessiun in 18,80, provides forgiving 
credits to convicts for faithful labor, obedi­ 
ence to rules and good conduct, of two 
m onths for each of the first two years, four 
m onths in each of the next two years and 
five m onths in each of the remaining years. 
These are to be reported to the Governor; 
but that section say s; 
“ The names of no 
convicts who attem pt to escape after the 
passage of this Act shall be sent by the 
State Prison officials to the Governor for 
pardon lor the credits herein provided.” 
B at Section 34 of the Act is this ; 
“ The 
Board of Directors must report to the Gov­ 
ernor, from tim e to time, the names of any 
and all persons confined in the State Pris­ 
ons who, in their judgment, ought to be 


pardoned out and set at liberty on account 
of good conduct, or unusual term of sen­ 
tences, or any other cause> which in their 
opinion should entitle such prisoner to 
pardon.” The Legislature did not intend 
such a report by the Board to the Governor 
to be regarded by him as an idle thing, to 
be capriciously disregarded; but it was in ­ 
tended that he should, in the exercise of a 
sound discretion, give effect to such report 
ar.d recom mendation, and grant paruons 
thereon. The pardons granted byr Governor 
Stoneman daring his term of office, with 
few exceptions, have been founded upon 
the report and recommendation of the 
Board of Prison Directors, who made their 
reports 
and 
recommendations 
in 
the 
discharge 
of 
a 
duty 
enjoined 
by 
law. 
In 
the 
face 
of 
his 
official 
oath, could 
the 
Governor 
arbitrarily 
disregard those 
recommendations, 
and 
perm it a person entitled to be pardoned by 
law languish in prison? None but a per­ 
son whose m ind is gangrened with preju­ 
dice and of inhum an instincts can answer 
this question in the affirmative. The per­ 
sonnel of the Board of Prison Directors isa 
guarantee that unw orthy persons have not 
been recommended or pardoned. 
W ho are 
they? Three of them are Democrats and 
two are Republicans. Senator Boggs, Sec­ 
retary of State Hendricks, and Jam es H. 
W ilkins, the editor of the Marin County 
Tocsin, are D em ocrats; and Charles Sonn- 
tag, a leading m erchant oi Sail Francisco, 
and Robert T. Devlin, a lawyer of Sacra­ 
mento, whose integrity and ability are be­ 
yond doubt, are the Republicans. 
An in­ 
spection of the records of the Governor’s 
office for several years back will show 
that the percentage of pardons granted 
by Governor 
Stoneman 
is 
less 
than 
that of other previous Governors, and 
almost invariably pardons have been con­ 
fined to convicts who were convicted for 
their first offense. Anybody may m ake 
mistakes, but I have been interested enough 
to look into the m atter carefully, and, in 
answer to the assertion that the worst crim­ 
inals had been pardoned, it is sufficient to 
say that only two of those pardoned or 
commuted have been returned to prison for 
the commission of other offenses. 
In 
nearly every instance where a pardon has 
been recommended by the Board or granted 
by the Governor it has been done on the 
request of the Judge who tried the case, 
the District Attorney and jurors, and the 
proportion of those granted are few in com­ 
parison with those which have been denied. 
Will the people think the Bee's attack on 
the Governor is just? No. Can his services 
in defense of the Union be forgotton so 
easily as to deny him the justice due? The 
Bee may be ungrateful to the gallant 
cavalry leader of the Federal forces in 
defense of his countiy. but the nation will 
not. 
He was called by the people to serve 
this great State as Governor, and, to obey 
their call, he resigned his place on the re­ 
tired list of distinguished Generals who 
had served their country faithfully and 
well, and now at the close of his civil serv­ 
ice he should be restored to the retired list 
again. 
Let justice be done though the 
heavens fall.

DOMESTIC. 
The output of the Colorado mines last 
year was $2G,794,688.

The Boston Herald proposes to share its 
profits during the coming year with its em­ 
ployes. 
The ship Miroslar, formerly the Young 
America, is believed to have been lost on 
the Atlantic. 
The brewers of New York have an­ 
nounced their intention of leaving the 
Knights of Labor. 
Four lives were lost and many freight 
cars wrecked and burned as the result of a 
railroad collision near Devil’s river, Tex., 
on Saturday night. 
New Year's 
Day 
was celebrated 
in 
Charleston, S. C., by a parade of colored 
troops of the First Brigade of the National 
Gnard of South Carolina. 
Munkacsy, the Hungarian artist, sailed 
for Europe’ on Saturday after a farewell 
dinner by Bierstadt. 
He expects to rettfrn 
next year for a long visit. 
Alexander Brown, a well-to-do farmer 
residing near Lampasas, Tex., was found at 
liis house on Saturday, murdered. He had 
been bound hand and foot, and then 
struck on the head with an iron bar. 
The 
house had been robbed. 
R. T. Bush, owner of the keel-schooner 
Coronet, and a member of the New York 
Yacht Club, calls upon the owners of all 
American-built vessels of the keel type to 
join him iu a race from Sandy Hook to 
Queenstown, the entrance fee not to exceed 
$10,o00, and the start to be made about the 
middle of May. 
FO REIG N . 
The small-pox has appeared at Melbourne 
and Sydney. 
Robert Browning has been suflering from 
a severe attack of asthma. 
Lady ’Colin Campbell has resumed her 
charitable work at the East End of London. 
Emperor William on Saturday celebrated 
the eightieth anniversary ol his entrance 
into the army. 
The negotiations between Salisbury and 
Harrington are believed to have made prob­ 
able tbe re-entry of Lord Randolph Church­ 
ill into the Cabinet; Goschen has consented 
to enter the Cabinet under certain condi­ 
tions. 
A terrible accident on the Canadian Pa­ 
cific is reported from Winnipeg. A special 
freight train was running near Nipigan, 
when the crown sheet of the locomotive 
fell and the boiler burst. Two men besides 
the fireman and engineer were in the cab, 
and a frightful rush of steam blew all four 
out on the track, where they lay suflering 
from scalds and bruises, with the teinpera- 
tury thirty degrees below zero. They were 
badly frozen before they could be cared for.

Tbe wife of John G. Brown, of Los An­ 
geles, attempted to commit suicide on Sat­ 
urday. 
There is great rejoicing in northern Ari­ 
zona over the completion of the new rail 
road to Prescott. 
No definite information has yet been re­ 
ceived concerning the murder of the two 
Montana miners recently reported. 
At a meeting of the Directors of the San 
Jose Horticultural Hall Association, it was 
resolved to hold a citrus fair in that city 
during the week commencing February 
7th. 
Two day’s sales of seats for the Patti con­ 
cert at Los Angeles amounts to $2,800. The 
indications are that the demand for tickets 
will be so great that hundreds will have to 
be turned away. 
On Saturday evening Homer Low, who 
works as a grain weigher in a wheat ware­ 
house at Portland, Or., in jumping from a 
train on Fourth street, fell underthe wheels 
and his body was cut in two. 
A traveling minstrel named Frank Hill, 
aged about 30 years, was killed at Golconda 
station, Nev., on Saturday, by the cars. He 
was attempting to board the train while it 
was in motion, and both legs were cut oil 
and the body otherwise mutilated. 
The racing at Los Angeles on Saturday 
resulted as follows : The first race, a five- 
eighths of a mile dash between Minnie 
Stratton and Billy Johnson, was won by 
Minnie Stratton.

SAN 
FRANCISCO AND VICINITY. 


A P en t-u p J-'iro in th e C alifornia M ine. 
Dan lie (Juille contributes tbe following 
from Virginia City to the Salt Lake Tri­ 
bune. : 
A matter which should be of some inter­ 
est has recently been brought to light here. 
This is the fact that fire has been found 
smoldering on the 1600 level of the Califor­ 
nia mine, that has endured ever since a 
fire broke out in that mine about seven 
years ago. At that rime the part of the 
mine in which the fire occurred was sealed 
up by the means of bulkheads. 
A drift 
now shows that the fire is still alive. The 
old timbers have been slowly charring, and 
in places where covered with a great weight 
of rocks and earth they have been con­ 
verted into what presents the appearance 
of a fair article of bituminous coal. This 
seems to be on account of pitch in the 
wood. Some years ago there was brought 
to this city a piece of pitch pine taken from 
an ordinary coal pit, one end of which ap­ 
peared to be genuine bituminous coal. 
This had been formed where there was no 
great amount of pressure upon it. 
When 
so small an amount of fire as in the Cali­ 
fornia mine is found to endure for seven 
years, should we be incredulous on being 
assured by men of science that the center 
ot the earth, once a molten mass of rock, 
still remains in a molten state after untold 
ages ? How many years the small bunch 
ot fire in the California wiil still remain 
alive it is impossible to say. The secret of 
its long life appears to be thit it is so se­ 
curely inclosed that loss of heat is pre­ 
vented. In this may be found a hint for 
i lie manufacture of healing apparatus. The 
fire is in an abandoned part of the mine 
where it can do no harm, as it is hermet­ 
ically sealed in all directions. The drift 
that cut into it has been securely closed, 
and it will probably be allowed to smolder 
on for another term of years.
